DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restric^ons 
Claim 3 is withdrawn from furtlier cxjnsideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected claimed invention, tliere being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 08-24-04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishida et al. [US 6,496,090] in view of Kawamura et al. [US 5,339,059]. 
NIshida et al. disclose an electromagnetic relay [figure 1] comprising: 

- a base [1]; 

- a coll block [2] mounted on the base; and 

- an movable spring contact plate [47] mounted on the base opposing a pair of 
stationary contact plates [45, 46] wherein the movable contact plate has a contact fitting 
portion to which the moving contact is fixed, a push-in fixing portion which is pushed in 
and fixed to the base and from which temninal portions extend and a connection portion 
for connecting the contact-fitting portion to the push-in fixing portion having a width 
smaller than the contact-fitting portion the push-in fixing portion [figure 1]. 
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Nishida et al. disclose everything claimed except the specific design of the 
movable contact plate having an adjustable portion. 

Kawamura et al. discloses a contact [figure 5] having a bendable support portion 
to allow for contact adjustment. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the bendable support design of Kawamura et al. in Nishida 
et al. for the purpose of providing adjustment to the relay accuracy.
